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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Regarding the section 102(b) rejection of claims 1, 2, 4-14, 18, 19, 35 and 36 as 
anticipated by Wahtola (US 599,273), applicant argues that "Wahtola is non-analogous 
art". However, applicant is reminded that "Arguments that the alleged anticipatory prior 
art is 'nonanalogous art' or 'teaches away from the invention* or is not recognized as 
solving the problem solved by the claimed invention, [are] not 'germane 1 to a rejection 
under section 102" Twin Disc, inc. v. United States, 231 USPQ 417, 424 (CI. Ct. 1986) 
(quoting In re Self, 213 USPQ 1, 7 (CCPA 1982)). 

2. Applicant argues that the instant invention is limited to "processing of multiple 
samples of biological cells" and therefor Wahola is non-analogous art; however, the 
elected invention is not a process at all, but an apparatus. Even looking back at the 
non-elected, canceled, claims to the processing to multiple samples (for example 
independent claim 26), the samples are not required to be "biological cells" and could 
be any material such as water. 

3. While the instant specification does mention biological cells, quoting the instant 
application at page 13, lines 15-18, "While the invention has been described with 
respect to certain embodiments, it should be appreciated that many modifications and 
changes may be made by those of ordinary skill in the art without departing from the 
spirit of the invention. It is intended that such modifications, changes and equivalents 
fall within the scope of the following claims". That the structure of Wahtola ('273) is 
exactly what is being claimed in claims 1, 2, 4-14, 18, 19, 35 and 36 (as well as 
originally filed claims), shows that it is not only analogous art with respect to the 
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invention, but is the instant invention. How can art which is exactly the invention with no 
difference whatsoever, be nonanalogous art? 

4. Applicant states that applicant doesn't see any processing chamber in Wahtola 
('273). As explained in the final rejection Wahtola ('273) discloses chambers 
corresponding to hemispheres 12, 13, 18, 20, 23 and 25, pairs of chambers being 
separated by diaphragms 28. The processing chambers are selected form the set 
consisting of these chambers.
